voke, diſcharge, and releaſe all, and every ſuch action, o2 ute, and acknowledge ſatisfaction upon any Yudge- 
menthHad 02 -obtained upon ſuch action, oz ſate ; and alſo ſhall reſtozethe Poſſeſston, and pzofits received, oz the full 
vailne.of ſuch Pzofits,with the Damages incurred by reaſon of any Judgement, and execution had therupon, con= 
trary to any the D2ders, oz O2dinances afozeſaid. And that all and every perſon and perſons who have been, oz 
ſhall be ſequeſtred, oz ejected fo2 any the Cauſes afozeſaid, do permit,and ſuffer ſuch perſon, and perſons as have bin 
02 ſhall by the Authouty afozeſaid be placed in ſuch Parſonage, Rectozy, Uicarage, x other Eccleſiaſtical Benefice 
02 Place , peaceably and quietly to hold, #enjoy the ſame, without any their let, oz interruption, ſute oz Moleſtation 
Wwhyatloever. And his Highneſs by the advice afoeſaid, doth further declare, That ail, and every the ſequeſtred ,* 
22 ejected perſons afozeſaid, who ſhall not confozm, oz ſhall do any thing contrary hereunto, ſhall from thencefozth 
be debarred from receiving, 02 claiming any the Fifths of fuch Parſonage, Rectozy oz Wearage , 02 any arrears 
now, 92 hereafter due fo: the fame, and ſhall be reputed, and taken to be diſturbers of the peace, diſaffected to the 
p:elent Government, and oppolers of the good, and welfare of this Nation, and be p2oceeded againſt accozding- 
ly. And Whereas divers perſons, who have not been appzoved by the Commifstoners appointed fox appzobation 
of Publick Pzeachers , acco2ding to the Dzdinance of his Highneſs, With the advice and conſent of the Coun- 
cill in that behalf, do neverthelels detain, and withhold the Poſſeſston of divers Parſonages, Rectozites, Uica- 
rages, and Publick Lectures, from ſuch perſons, as, accozding to the ſaid O:dinance, have been pzeſented, no- 
minated, and choſen unto the ſame, and received an Pnftrument of App:obatton, and admittance, accozding to 
the ſaid D2dinance, whereby the good intended by the ſatd Ozdinance in ſupplying ſuch Places with godly and a- 
ble Pzeachers, is interrupted ; His Highneſs, by the adviceof the Council, doth lſkewiſle ſtraightly charge, and 
require, thatall and every perſon and perſons, who ſince the firſt day of April 1653, Have been placed in ſuch Be-! 
nefices, 02 Publick Lectures, and hath not obtatnedappzobation, and aduuttance in the manner expzeſled in the 
laid D:dinance, within the times, which by it, oz any other O2dinance of His Highneſs, and the: Councdl, hath 
been p2efixed fo; obtaining ſuch appzobatton and aduuttance, do befoze the thirtteth day of this inſtant July,leave 
and yteld up the poſſeſsion of ſuch Benefice, oz Lecture, to ſuch perſon, and perſons, as accozding to the ſaid Ozdi- 
nance, Hathbeen, oz ſhall be admitted thereunto, and all and every ſuch perſon and perſons as hereafter ſhall be 
pzelented, nominated, oz choſen to ſuch Benefice, oz Publick Lecture, and ſhall not obtain ſuchappzobation, and 
admittance by the time pzefixed fo2 that purpoſe, do within one Moneth after demand therof, leave and yteld up the 
Polleſston of fuch Benekce, o2 Lecture, unto ſuch perſon, and perſons,-as ſhall be ſo admitted thereunto, accoz= 
ding to the ſaid©O2dinance,and in default therof, all # everyſuch perſon and perſons ſo making default, andrefuling, 
thall be deemed, and taken to be diſturbers of the peace, diſaffected to the pzeſent Government, and oppoſers of the 
good and welfare of this Nation, and be pzoceeded againſt acco:dingly, And to the intent the pzenuſles may be 
the moe effectually executed, his Highneſs, by like advice; doth further Declare, Thatno ſute, oz plaint ſhall be 
Nought, 02 entertained in any Court, contrary to the true intent, and meaning of the ſatd O2ders and D2dinances; 
And doth alſo require, That no Counſelloz at Law, Atturneys, oz other Officers be inſtrumental (at their peril) 
In any (ute, intended to be fozbidden as afozefaid. And his Highneſs doth further wal and require, all and every 
he Shertifs of the relpecttive Counties, tocauſe this Pzoclamation tobe readat the next Aſst3es holden foz the re- 
pective Counttcs; that no perlon concerned may pzetend ign9zance hereof. Given at White-Hall this 3* of 7uly 1655.
